Washington— Reporting the condi- 
tion of the cotton crop on May 25 
at 62.4 per cent of normal, the De- 
partment of Agriculture announced 
that this was the lowest in its record 
of fifty years and that the recurring 
statement, ‘‘worst ever known,’ was 
confirmed. 

Washington — President Wilson 
signed a joint resolution eliminating 
from the agricultural appropriation 
bill the Comer amendment affecting 
cotton futures grades which through 
a clerical error was included in the 
original measure. 


‘SENATE MEXICO SCHEME 
MEANS. WAR’~GOMPERS 


Labor Leader Says Action Proposed 
by Committee Would Bring Strife 


Washington — Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, declared in a formal 
statement June 3 that a war be- 
tween the United States and Mexico 
would result if the recommendations 
of the Senate committee which inves- 
tigated the Mexican affairs were car- 
ried out. Gompers said: 

“The report of the Senate sub- 
committee investigating conditions in 
Mexico under the chairmanship of 
Senator A. B. Fall amounts to a de- 
claration that unless the Mexican 
Government rewrites its constitution 
freceont vith te ter “or ting Aner 
ican Oil and mining interests the 
Government of the United States will 
“intervene” in Mexico. 

“The report of Senator Fall's 
committee demands a number of 
specified changes in the Mexican 
constitution. These changes would 
be the consummation of what has 
been long the hopes of the great oil 
and mining interests, as well as the 
land and timber interest, which have 
fomented the bitterness beween the 
people of the United States and 
Mexico. 

“In some minor particulars re- 
commendations made by Senator 
Fall's committee may be acceptable, 
but the heart of the report can only 
be described as vicious. The report 
demands that unless the Mexican 
constitution is altered as recom- 
mended the Government of the Unit- 
ed States ‘‘send a police force, con- 
sisting of the naval and military 
forces of our Government, into the 
republic of Mexico to open and main- 
tain open every Hne of communica- 
tion between the City of Mexico and 
every seaport and border port in 
Mexico.” 

“Those who know Mexico“and the 
Mexican people understand fully that 
such action would mean war be- 
tween the two countries.”

Stunts in Fraternity House 


San Francisco—Six young women, 
dressed in the garb of September 
Morn, dancing atop of tables to the 
tune of wild music and the popping 
of corks from champagne bottles, 
brought about the suspension of six 
prominent members of the Delta 
Kappa Epsilon fraternity, University 
according to a state- 
ment issued June 3 by the office of 
President Barrows. 

As a result of the affair the Uni- 
versity of California chapter of the 
fraternity may lose its charter, and 
the future standing of all fraterni- 
ties and ~soropities is imperilled. 
President Barrows has made repre- 
sentations to the national officers of 
the Delta Kappa Epsilon, which may 
result in the withdrawal of the char- 
ter at the University and the clos- 
ing of the fraternity house. 

The party was held at the Delta 
Kappa Epsilon fraternity house, at 
Telegraph and Durant avenues, 
shortly after the closing of the col- 
lege semester three weeks ago, but 
did not come to light until the is- 
suance of President Barrows’ state- 
ment June 3. It is definitely known 
that two University men and two 
girls have been told that they are 
not to return to college next semes- 
ter, while two others have been sus- 
pended pending an investigation of 
their cases. 

The names of the students have 
not been made public. The ‘‘Dekes”’ 
are all sons of prominent California 
families. 

Upwards of fifty attended the 
‘party’, which was featured by the 
popping of corks and semi-nude Di- 
anas. It is alleged that all were 
not ‘‘Dekes’’, but that many of the 
midn@ht revelers were campus cele- 
brities from other fraternities. : 

Residents in the neighborhood of 
the fraternity house were awakened 
in the small hours of the morning by 
shouting and singing, which did not 
cease, they say, until sunrise. 

The fashionable Cambridge Apart- 
ments, directly across the _ street 
from the fraternity house, was fur- 
nished a rare entertainment by the 


“goings on.’ The official gomplaint 
to President Barrows was made by 
Mrs. Lulu M. Cowan, manager of 


the Apartment house, and the law 
firm of Ellison, Clark & Nichols, 
representing the owners. 

The complaint was laid before the 
Student Affairs Committee of the 
University, headed by Dean C. L. Co- 
ry, and resulted in letters to the 
parents of four students—two men 
and two women—asking that the 
students be not returned to the uni- 
versity. 

President Barrows’ statement cov- 
ering the case is as follows: 

“On one of the last nights of the 
term scandalous behavior occurred 
at one of the fraternity houses which 
had been closed for the summer. 
Two members of the fraternity were 
particularly offensive. 

“Before departing for the East, 
President Barrows, thoroughly inves- 
tigated the matter. The parents of 
the students involved were notified 
of the fact and of the unwillingness 
of the university to readmit the 
students involved. 

“The future of the house is being 
made ‘the subject of consultation 
with the national fraternity.”

FIGHT DISEASES 
AND WORM PESTS 


Trouble Begins in Garden as Soon 
as Seeds Are Planted in 
Vegetable Garden. 


MANY CAUSES OF AILMENTS 


Plants Suffer If Soll Is Not Sulted— 
Weather Is Also Important Factor 
—Quite Essential to Prepare 
Good Seed Bed. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) ; 

From thé time the seeds of garden 
crops are put into the ground until 
the crops are harvested a succession 
of diseases and insect eriemies may 
appear, each of which must be fought 
by the methods that experience has 
shown to work best in the particular 
case, 

Diseases of plants are due to many 
causes. Plants suffer if the soll is not 
suited to them. It may be too rich or 
too poor or too heavy or too light, or 
it may contain too much or to little 
water. It may lack Mme and humus. 
Some vegetables, such as spinach and 
cauliflower, thrive in cool weather and 
do poorly in midsummer, while others, 
like tomatoes and Lima beans, are hot- 
weather plants. Excessive heat pro- 
duces wilting or tipburn. Too much 
water in the soil keeps the roots from 
the air they need and causes a sickly, 
yellow growth. - Fertilizers in excess 
or used carelessly may burn the leaves, 
injure the roots, or prevent seed from 
germinating. 

It always is important to have the 
soll deeply plowed or spaded and 
made loose and light with plenty of

Prevention. 

The gardener who starts with a 
clean soil may do much to keep in- 
sects and diseases out, and thus save 
the trouble and cost of applying 
sprays. Prevention is better than 
cure, especially in the home garden, 
which usually must be planted on the 
same ground year after year. 

Some of the worst gard: troubles 
are brought in on the roots of plants 
and remain in the soil to attack the 
next crop. So in buying plants of any 
kind one should be sure that they are 
healthy and free from insects. The 
roots should be clean and fibrous, not 
swollen or knotted: Southern garden- 
ers in particular should be on the 
watch against root-knot. Cabbage and 
cauliflower plants should be inspected 
for clubroot and sweet potato plants 
for black-rot. Irish potatoes should 
be treated for scab before planting. 
Control Insects That Spread Plant 

Diseases. 

Many insects not only attack the! 
crops directly but also carry plant 
diseases. Thus, the striped cucum- 
bers, squashes, melons and related 
plants; plant-lice carry the cucumber 
mosaic, the potato flea-beetle, the bac- 
terial wilt, and various other insects 
occasionally carry spores from dis- 
eased to healthy plants.

As a general 
rule, the residue of the garden, such 
as cornstalks, potato tops, etc., are to 
be turned under to improve the soil. 
Do this promptly, so that insects and 
disease spores may not be ‘harbored by | 
the rubbish.

True insects are small creatures 
which in the adult stage have rather 
hard bodies divided into three por- 
tions, head, thorax (chest), and abdo- 
men (belly). They have a single pair 
of antennae or “feelers,” normally 
three pairs of legs, and usually one 
or two pairs of wings. Among in- 
jurious forms of true insects are bee- 
tles, butterflies, moths, sawflies, ants, 
grasshoppers, plant-bugs, thrips and 
plant-lice. 

Other small creatures in a general 
way are popularly classified as in- 
sects, such as sowbugs, red spiders, 
mites, and thousand-legged “worms.” 

Insects are classified into (1) chew- 
ing or biting forms, which devour 
leaves and other portions of plants; 
and (2) sucking forms, which injure 
and destroy plants by sucking the vital 
life juices. For the first class, arseni- 
cals are the best remedies; for th 
second class contact poisons are used. 

Gardeners should learn to know the 
insects which are useful in destroying 
injurious insects. Prominent among 
these is the convergent ladybird. It 
destroys not only all forms of garden 
plant-lice but the eggs of various Iin- 
sects, such as the Colorado potato 
beetle. Other beneficial insects are 
wasps, ichneumon and chalcis flies 
(minute, wasplike insects), ground 
beetles, soldier bugs, syrphus fiies, 
tachina files, and lace-wing files. But

THE SCARCITY OF CAPITAL 


The credit situation all over the 
world shows signs of the increas- 
ing pressure for money. The Bank 
of England discount rate was raised 
from 6 to 7 per cent, the Bank of 
France from 5to6, the Bank of 
Sweden rate 6to 7, the Bank of 
Finland from 7 to 8, the Bombay 
rate trom 8 to 9. The Bank of 
Japan rate has been at 8 per cent 
since last November.
